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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for 
the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Tesoro et al. U.S. patent no. 
3,406,004. 

In col. 3, line 16 Tesoro teaches the compound CH2=CHS03-CH2-(CF2)9-CHF2 as in claim 1 of 
the instant applications with other compounds in claim 1 of the patent. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Caplus Abstract DN 
124:87695 to Soloshonok et al. 

As shown in the abstract Soloshonok teaches the compound CH2=CHS03-CH2-(CF2)3-CHF2 as 
in claim 1. 

4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Caplus Abstract DN 
113:23058 to Popov et al. 

As shown in the abstract Popov teaches the compound CH2=CHS03-CH2-(CF2)3-CHF2, 
CH2=CHS03-CH2-(CF2)5-CHF2 and CH2=CHS03-CH2-CF2-CHF2 as in claim 1. 

5. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Caplus Abstract DN 78:72647 
to Vali et al. 

As shown in the abstract Vali teaches the compound CH2=CHS03-CH2-CF2-CF2-CF3 as in 

claim 1. 
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6. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Caplus Abstract DN 60:82680 
to DE 1163797. 

As shown in the abstract DE 1 163797 teaches the compounds CH2=CHS03-CH2-(CF2)3-CHF2, 
CH2=CHS03-CH2-(CF2)5-CHF2 and CH2=CHS03-CH2-CF2-CHF2 as in claim 1. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 2-1 5 are allowed. 

8. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: No prior art was found that 
teaches a polymer of the monomer having formula (2) and the polymer in a photoresist composition.
